The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
December 9 at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and yoted 4-2 not to 
pursue plans to purchase the 
building formerly occupied by 


Hilmac Sporting Goods and B.C 


Moore. 

Comm. Sid Averett told the 
commission that the building would 
possibly be sold Monday, but stated 
that the real estate agent had agreed 
to delay the sale until hearing from 
the commission, The sale price 


quoted at a recent meeting was 
$180,000 and Averett said that a 
$25,000 retainer would hold the 
building until later in the month. 
“This commission will solve the 
problem facing the Health 
Department,’’ said Judge Marion 


Bruns ‘and will solve it whether 
Or not it purchases this building.”’

The long-expected ruling on the federal court case involving the colleges of 
Alabama hit the news this week, but there were few surprises. We have some 
disagreements with the ruling, but that ain’t unusual. We do have some 
strong opinions that those black college interveners don’t really want all 
universities to be the same - - they want to retain their Black identity; and if 
we get literally what the lawsuit is after, they will all look the same, with no 
Black identity nor White identity. Then there is the statement on minimum 
scores to enter certain colleges. The lawsuit cites the minimum for Auburn 
as being several points above the AVERAGE score of Black high school 
graduates. College isn’t for everyone, and using such comparisons just gives 
added strength to those ideas that a Black student can’t keep up mentalls 
with a White student 


There has been a lot of news lately about the new ‘‘cure’’ for cancer, It is a 
method of turning a person's own white blood cells into cancer killer cells 
Now we have read a good bit about this and find it appears to show some 
promise, but there are also drawbacks. It doesn’t work in every case, and 
actually isn’t considered a cure; plus there are some side effects such as 
swelling of vital organs, etc. that can be dangerous. We also read of at least 
one patient who died, and doctors felt this treatment contributed to the 
death. However, when you consider the patient had cancer throughout the 
body, | personally consider the treatment was a chance worth taking. 


The U.S. Post Office continues to lose money in spite of the 1.8 billion-dollar 
rate increase that gave us the 22-cent first-class stamp. The record shows 
that the volume of mail keeps increasing, but so does the number of postal 
employees. Washington postal officials note that part of the increased cost 
was the upgrading treatment of magazines and newspapers to the same fast 
delivery of first class letters. Well, that too is a sore spot with many 
We find that once this newspaper gets away from the local post office the 
service can get rotten -- yet in spots it is great. We can cite cases of it being 
delivered hundreds of miles overnight; but there are also cases of it taking a 
week to cover the same distance. Friends who work with the postal service 
indicate to us that many of the problems are right in those processing centers 
called ‘‘sectional centers’’. Folks there aren't always as interested in getting 
your mail to you as your friendly neighborhood carrier might be. 


The farm problems we have been hearing so much about during the past 
several years ain't over yet; in fact, experts predict another bad year next 
year, with crop prices lower and land prices continuing to drop. While we 
don't expect a rash of things like the tragic shootings this week in lowa that 
left a farmer, his wife, neighbor and banker dead - there will be more farm 
families facing foreclosure, unfortunately. 


We were in a neighboring town Tuesday talking with one of our good 
customers when the firm's best advertising got tous. It was a bakery and the 
smell of freshly cooked bread was great! Also neatly stacked around were 
loaves of bread cooling. Well, we bought a loaf and didn’t have to eat lunch, 
because we had that hot bread! We aren't sure what the trusty pocket knife 
has been cutting, but the last thing (before the bread) it was used to skin 
some electrical wires at the office. We probably are better off not 
remembering what we cut before the wires, because the bread was cut and 
has long ago been eaten but no worry, we did wipe it off on our pants leg 
before cutting the bread 


All the changes in our telephone systems were done to protect us consumers, 
and it was decided upon by a bunch of eggheads in Washington who thought 
AT&T was just too big, which could be translated into ‘‘they were too big for 
us to control politically’’. Well, the firm was broken up, and the result is that 
all us folks being protected now pay more for our basic telephone service 
We also get upset when we try to get a problem solved simply because our 
problem must be solved by someone other than the person we are talking to 
about it.

We are visiting with Mrs. Mary 
Ann Elizabeth Anderson Ellis this 
December 12 - only two short weeks 
from Christmas. 

When we asked her about having 
three first names and how that came 
about, she said that ‘‘Dr, Mixon 
named me.’ 

In appearance, 
silver-haired lady 
vibrant voice and clear, beautiful 
olive-colored skin. We asked if she 
had some Indian blood in her, and 
she said she has some.

It was a ‘‘Cinderalla’’ season for 
Elba and for the first four weeks of 
the playoffs the Tigers enjoyed 
dancing past all challengers;

PREPARE FOR SPRING GARDEN 

Late fall and early winter are 
good times for you to prepare part of 
the soil for next year’s garden. 

Spring planting of cool-season 
vegetables is often delayed by cool, 
wet weather. Preparing part of the 
garden soil ahead of time helps 
prevent planting delays next year, 
The yields and quality of some 
cool-season vegetables decrease 


periods of hot weather. 

Prepare soil for cool-season crops 
by turning it and forming ridges 
eight to 10 inches high after 
temperatures cool off, These ridges 
will warm up and dry out more 
quickly than level soil, so you can 
plant earlier. 

Remember to arrange the ridges 
to avoid erosion. If you have a 
severely sloping garden site, it might 
not be wise to prepare soil in the fall 

Don't apply fertilizer before 
preparing soil in the fall because 
much nitrogen could be lost. Instead, 
wait ‘until planting time next spring 
to apply fertilizer. 

Weeds shouldn't be a problem, 
since cold weather will prevent most 
growth before planting time next 
spring. 

MULCH PLANTS 

Mulching your landscape plants 

will help them withstand the winter. 


Mulch provides winter protection by 
conserving moisture And, it 
minimizes drastic changes in soil 
temperatures. 

Mulch all shrubbery and young 
trees with leaves and pine straw. 
However, don't use leaves from 
pecan, walnut or hickory trees, since 
these contain materials which may 
inhibit root growth ° 


As important as fertilizer is, be 
sure to use all of the help you can get 
in determining how much fertilizer to 
use. Go ahead and soil test now, 
LIME YOUR POND 

If you have trouble keeping a 
good, green algae bloom in your 
pond, even though you fertilize 
regularly, it could need lime. Liming 
an acid pond increases the efficiency 
of the fertilizer.

Lightweight, maintenance-free gas 
and vapor respirators help provide 
protection against ammonia, 
pesticides and herbicides.

Dykes Adkison sent 25 soil 
samples to the laboratory, at Auburn 
recently. I got a copy of the reports 
this week and was pleased to learn 
that none of Adkison’s soil samples 
required any lime. It is obvious that 
he has done an excellent job in 
keeping his fields limed properly. It 
is a rare thing to have that kind of 
record, 

Adkison asked for 
recommendations for corn-peanut 
and corn-soybean rotations. On his 
corn land he will apply enough 
fertilizer to take care of peanuts or 
soybeans the following year. This is 
the most effective way to increase 
yields of peanuts, Apply the fertilizer 
and lime, if necessary, to 
preceeding crops. Top peanuts and

POPCORN 

These cold, winter nights, 
popcorn surely does taste good. But, 
does your popcorn pop like you want 
it to? Has your oldvbag of popcorn 
lost its pop? You can easily freshen 
it, 

Popcorn dries out when exposed 
to air. So, restore the lost moisture 
by sprinkling about one tablespoon 
of water per pound of kernels. Cover 
the corn tightly and shake several 
times during the next 24 to 36 hours. 
Then store the popcorn in an airtight 
container to keep the moisture in, 


DRIED FRUIT FACTS 

Dried fruits are high in iron, a 
mineral we need on a daily basis for 
rich, red blood. Dried fruits are low 
in sodium, so they are an excellent 
food choice for everyone who is try 
ing to control their salt intake. The 
only thing lost when fresh fruits are 
dried is the water. About 75 percent 
or more of the fruits’ moisture is 
removed so they maintain a long 
shelf life. Figs contain more fiber 
than any other fruit, fresh or dried 
The easiest way to chop dried fruits 
for certain recipes is to coat the 
cutting blade with vegetable oil 

Freeze raisins first before 
chopping them in a blender or food 
processor. Then chop one-quarter 
cup at a time. Figs, prunes, and 
dates can also be chopped or cut by 
occasionally dipping the cutting 
utensil in warm water. [f using a food 
processor, add a small portion of the 
flour called for in the recipe to the 
dried fruit to prevent sticking 

If your dried fruits have become 
too dry, steam them over boiling 
water for about five minutes

short meeting Monday afternoon at 4 
‘clock, having delayed it from the 
previous week due to conflicts 
caused by several members having 
to be out of town. Mrs. Frances 
Trammell was the only member 
absent this week. 

The meeting opened with 
attorney Bob Cannon informing the

He pointed out that the street 
between Plant Avenue and Reese 
Street (Kinston Highway) had been 
sed and maintained for many years 

the city but it was never a 
dicated street He proposed 
deeding a 50-foot strip to the city at 
no cost, and in turn the city would 
give up claims to any of the other 
property they might have. The 
council instructed Cannon to draw up 
the necessary papers and indicated 
they were in agreement with the 
proposal as long as there was no cost 
to the city.

Imagine the Christmas holiday 
season as seen through the eyes of a 
toddler; the colorful, bright lights, 
vuletide fires, unique plants and 
trees, coupled with multiple 
activities and celebrations 

While the season presents itself 
ina flambouyant way, Christmas can 
become a time of crisis if certain 
objects of the season find their way 
into a child’s mouth 

The Alabama Poison Center 
warns all consumers to help prevent 
the drastic rise in poisonings which 
occur during the holiday season. 

“We do not want to alarm people 
unnecessarily However, it 1s 
important to know that some holiday 
items have the potential for creating 


a serious poisoning.’’ Dr, Robert 
Geller, co-medical director of the 
Tuscaloosa-based center, said, By 
taking a few minutes » become 
aware ~ which tems can be 


problem. and taking the necessary 
precautions, Christmas can be safe 
and enjoyable 

Holly, Jerusalem Cherry and 
mistletoe are highly toxic plants. If 


any part vf these plants is 


swallowed, the Alabama _ Poison 
Center should be called imme- 
diately. Holly and mistletoe above 
doorways does not insure safety 
One or two berries which have fallen 
to the floor may cause illness or, in 
larger amounts, even death in 
children,’ Dr. Geller warned 


Dr. Geller explained that poin- 
settas are not as poisonous as 
Originally believed The plants are 
harmful only if ingested in large 
amounts He also warned about 
bubbling Christmas tree lights which 
contain a flud called methylene 
chloride, The fluid is harmful if it is 
ingested or inhaled. 

‘Although Yule logs burning in 
the fireplace are beautiful, they 
contain fire salts which produce their 

ylor flames,’’ Dr. John Fisher 
issociate medical director of the 
enter, said lf these salts are 
ingested, they can cause heavy metal 
poisoning,’ Dr. Fisher added 

Colognes and perfumes 
xchanged s ritts as well as 
ilcoholic veverages found more 


he house during the 


holidays, can be deadly,’’ Dr. Fisher 
said In relatively small amounts 
(one-half to one ounce) alcohol may 
cause severe problems in a child 

Dr Fisher 
parents keep alcoholic beverages out 
of the reach of small children After 
parties make sure all glasses are 
emptied and not left sitting on 
tables. Often curious children empty 
the glasses as they have seen adults

The advent of pocket calcu 
lators, electric watches and cameras 
has introduced a new form of danger 
into the home - the disk or button 
battery,’’ Dr. Geller said. ‘‘When 
the battery is swallowed it often 
becomes lodged on its way out. This 
presents a potentially serious 
hazard.”’
